Fairford Air Base, England,

After three years of fightin g an d two 
frustratin g years of attemptin g to n egotiate 
a truce, a cease-fire in Korea has been 
sign ed . Now comes the political con feren ce, 
where there could be plen ty of trouble for 
the Un ited States.

STATES RIGHTS IN RUSSIA 
From tha material coming out of Russia, it 
would seem that the schism between Reria and 
the orthodox Stalinists was ov er the question of 
states rights. Russia is a federation of nations, 
most of which hav e histories, traditions, customs, 
and languages of their own. 
Such peoples as the Ukrainians and Georgians 
hav e on many occasions exhibited separatist ten­ 
dencies.

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SEVERAL CASES OF SCIATICA 
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Some of the reducing diets are wonderful. 
They promise to take pounds off your weight 
and add years to your life by starv ing you 
to death. 


The fellow who stops to help another per­ 
son carry his troubles sometimes finds that 
his own burdens become easier to bear. 


Some years ago a n oted arthritis specialist 
compared the pain of arthritic rheumatism with 
the pain of sciatica. He stated that the pain from 
arhritis is like the pain from a v ise which has been 
turn ed on as tight as possible, but the pain fron t 
sciatica is like that of the same v ise but giv en on e 
extra turn . In other word s, sciatica (in flammation 
of the largest n erv e in the bod y) is more sev ere 
than arthritis 
(in flammation of the join t an d 
muscles an d ligamen ts ad join in g a join t» .' 
There was a time when sciatica was con sid ered 
a d isease in itself, but in later years physician s 
hav e learn ed that sciatica is a symptom, n ot a d is­ 
ease. In “Med ical Clin ics” of North America, Dr. 
Bern ard J. Alpers, Professor of Neurology, Jefferson 
Med ical College, Philad elphia, states, “Experien ce 
has established con clusiv ely that Sciatica results 
from man y causes, but it is d ifficult at times to 
locate the cause or causes.” 
A n umber of years ago, cases of sciatica n qt 
caused by in fection (teeth, gums,\ ton sils) were 
con sid ered to be d ue to sacroiliac sprain an d most 
of these cases were helped by strappin g with 
ad hesiv e tape on e to two weeks an d then the wear­ 
in g of a belt Or support for mon ths an d sometimes 
years. 
Durin g the past few years it has been foun d 
that a ru ptu red d isc (little cushion between bon es 
of lower spin e) pressed on the roots of the sciatica 
n erv e an d caused sciatica. So man y of these cases 
are n ow bein g reported th at Dr. Alpers states that 
while the ru ptured d isc is perhaps the common est 
cause, physician s arc apt to blame all cases of 
sciatica on the ru ptu red (hern iated ) d isc an d ign ore 
or forget the v arious other causes. Thus ho shows- 
in table form that of 354 cases of sciatica, 203

STATES RIGHTS IN RUSSIA 
From the m aterial coming out of Russia, it 
would seem that the schism between Beria and 
the orthodox Stalinists was over the question of 
states rights. Russia is a federation of nations, 
most of which have histories, traditions, customs, 
and languages of their own. 
Such peoples as the Ukrainians and Georgians 
have on many occasions exhibited separatist ten­ 
dencies. Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia and the areas 
of Finland taken during the general World W ar II 
period have been absorbed but not assimilated by 
Russia. 
The 
newer 
provinces, 
East 
Germany, 
Poland, Rumania. Bulgaria, Hungary, Czechoslo­ 
vakia, still regard themselves as sovereign nations 
associated with Soviet Russia by Marxist ties and 
treaties. 
Beria, as head of the secret police, with ten­ 
tacles down to the grass roots of each area, must 
have realized the dangers inherent in centraliza­ 
tion within an empire. Or. he may have selected 
this issue to test his strength against the other 
members of the Troika. At any rate, he advocated 
a greater degree of states rights, of local autonomy, 
of slowing down the Russification of non-Russian 
areas. 
Against his arguments was raised the orthodox 
credo of Marxism that the proletariat is universal, 
that it rejects nationalism as an evil device of the 
capitalists to suppress the workers, that the ob­ 
ject of the Bolshevik Revolution was to produce a 
“One World” concept with the Kremlin at its 
heart. 
The 
Communist 
Manifesto 
proclaimed: 
“Workers of the world unite!” Stalin added to the 
slogan the concept of Russia as the fatherland of 
the revolution and the Kremlin as its citadel. 
“Izvestia” stated the case against Beria in this 
orthodox language: 
“V. I. Lenin and J. V. Stalin provided a pro­ 
found Marxist approach to the national problem, 
establishing the theory underlying the Communist 
P arty ’s national policy and arming the Party with 
the program on the national question. Carrying 
out this program, the Communist P arty rallied the 
proletarians of Russia’s many nationalities, headed 
by the Russian working class, under the banner cf 
the Socialist Revolution, and led them in the storm ­ 
ing of the landowners’ and capitalists’ regime.” 
Further, it said: 
“Nafional oppression and colonial enslavement, 
chauvinism and national enmity, fanned by the 
ruling classes {or the purpose of disuniting and 
further plundering oppressed nations, are charac­ 
te ris tic of the bourgeois state. National contradic­ 
tions in the bourgeois countries are becoming 
more and more aggravated, the national libera­ 
tion struggle- of the peoples of the colonial and 
dependent countries is growing and spreading, and 
the disintegration of imperialism s colonial system 
continues. 
“The 
indissoluble 
friendship of 
peoples and 
their fraternal cooperation and mutual assistance, 
which are developing in the U.S.S.R. under the 
banner of proletarian internationalism, are among 
the 
greatest 
achievements 
of 
the 
Communist 
P arty and Soviet state, a source of the might and 
invincibility of our socialist motherhood. In the 
friendly family of Soviet peoples the formerly op­ 
pressed nations have achieved an unprecedented 
political, economic and cultural flowering, thanks 
to the fraternal support and assistance of the 
great Russian people.” 
This then was the issue anti over it Beria sure­ 
ly lost his status anil probably his life. A man of 
extensive political experience, he would not have 
risked everything on this national question, as 
they call it, were it not 
that his world-wide 
espionage organization 
reported over prolonged 
periods and over a vast expanse that non-Russian 
peoples were finding the Kremlin oppressive and 
that nationalism, as normal to mankind as breath 
itself, was reasserting itself with marked accelera­ 
tion. 
It was apparently a question of political timing 
and perhaps an undue regard lor the sincerity of 
the 
American “liberation 
policy,” 
which Beria 
must have assumed would be implemented once 
revolutionary movements asserted themselves in 
such areas as Czechoslovakia and East Germany. 
In this he erred because the United States had 
already, without notification, abandoned the “liber­ 
ation policy,” and had adopted a- modification of 
Winston Churchill’s policy of appeasement. Appar­ 
ently Bcria’s penetration into the State D epart­ 
ment is not as effective today as it was when Alger 
Hill was its genius. 
So Beria was liquidated and 
the 
orthodox 
Stalinists are in command. Nevertheless, the inci­ 
dent and its discussion in the Russian press and 
the explanations offered the peoples of the Soviet 
Union open to us a view of the essential weakness 
of this empire which is that the process of as­ 
similation constant since 1917 and until his death 
the special charge of Stalin, has not succeeded in 
absorbed peoples,

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END OF FIGHTING 
After three years of fighting and two 
frustrating years of attempting to negotiate 
a truce, a cease-iire in Korea has been 
signed. Now comes the political conference, 
where there could be plenty of trouble for 
the United States. 
Korea, rightfully called a living Hell when 
the shooting was going on, will long be re­ 
membered by those on the battlefield who 
heard the order cease fire. This fantastic 
war, fought in heavy mud, scorching heat 
and bitter cold took the lives of some 25,000 
American young men. The wounded Ameri­ 
cans number more than 100,000. On this 
day of silence on the battlefields of Korea, 
let us remember the sacrifices made by our 
young men. 
Have all these sacrifices been in vain? 
Was there anything gained by our interven­ 
tion in Korea? 
The signing of the military armistice finds 
Korea still divided with the Reds in the 
north remaining a threat to the Republic 
of Korea. However, it well might be that if 
the United Nations had not decided to halt 
aggression in Korea, all of Asia might now 
be menaced by communism and all of 
Korea might be in the hands of the Reds. 
It also should not be forgotten that the 
United Nations action in Korea established 
an important precedent — a precedent for 
collective action in the interest of halting 
aggression and preserving peace. 
The United Nations made many mistakes 
in conducting the Korean war. Cooperation 
among the member nations should have been 
better. It is hoped that the UN will learn 
from the mistakes. 
Because the Communists failed in Korea, 
they may be deterred from starting trouble 
in other parts of the world. They must be 
aware that the cost of future aggression will 
be a great deal more than anything that 
may be gained. 


BELATED OFFER 
In an effort to quiet the unrest that is 
rampant in East Germany, the Russians 
have decided to provide $57,500,000 worth 
of food to relieve the shortage there. The 
measure may help to relieve the hungry and 
restore order for a time but the damage to 
Russian prestige has already been done. The 
people will not soon forget that their puppet 
government, on direct orders from the 
Kremlin, refused $15,000,000 of free food 
offered by President Eisenhower in the name 
of the United States.

The Russian help for the hungry has a 
string attached. The food will have to be 
paid for with manufactured goods. This 
means that the stream of goods from East 
Germany to Russia will have to be increased. 
The East Germans recently revolted against 
speeded up product on quotas and now it 
appears that to get enough to eat they will 
have to work still harder and faster. 
It is hard to tell just where the Commu­ 
nist food will come from. It does not seem 
likely that with the upheavel going on inside 
Russia the leaders there would risk cutting 
the rations of the Russians to feed Germans. 
Perhaps it will come from the satellites, a 
case of robbing Peter to pay Paul. The Reds 
should know that Peter’s patience with the 
thievery is not inexaustible either. 
A significant fact about the Russian deci­ 
sion to provide the food is that it came after 
the United States had made its offer, it was 
dictated by a maneuver of American policy.

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SEVERAL CASES OF SCIATICA 
Some years ago a noted arthritis specialist 
compared the pain of arthritic rheumatism with 
the pain of sciatica. He stated that the pain from 
arhritis is like the pain from a vise which has been 
turned on as tight as possible, but the pain from 
sciatica is like that of the same vise but given one 
extra turn. In other words, sciatica (inflammation 
of the largest nerve in the body) is more severe 
than arthritis 
(inflammation of the joint 
and 
muscles and ligaments adjoining a joint».' 
There was a time when sciatica was considered 
a disease in itself, but in later years physicians 
have learned that sciatica is a symptom, not a dis­ 
ease. In “Medical Clinics” of North America, Dr. 
Bernard J. Alpers, Professor of Neurology, Jefferson 
Medical College, Philadelphia, states. “Experience 
has established conclusively that sciatica results 
from many causes, but it is difficult at times to 
locate the cause or causes.” 
A number of years ago, cases of sciatica not 
caused by infection (teeth, gumsj tonsils) were 
considered to be due to sacroiliac sprain and most 
of these cases were helped by strapping with 
adhesive tape one to two weeks and then the w ear­ 
ing of a belt or support for months and sometimes 
years. 
During the past few’ years it has been found 
that a ruptured disc (little cushion between bones 
of lower spine) pressed on the roots of the sciatica 
nerve and caused sciatica. So many of these cases 
are now being reported that Dr. Alpers states that 
while the ruptured disc is perhaps the commonest 
cause, physicians are apt to blame all cases of 
sciatica on the ruptured (herniated) disc and ignore 
or forget the various other causes. Thus he shows- 
in table form that of 354 cases of sciatica, 203 
(57 per cent) were due to ruptured disc, usually 
between the fourth and fifth bones of the spine in 
lower back (lumbar region). 
Other neurologists report as high as 90 per 
cent of ruptured discs as the cause of their sciatica 
cases arflrl others that the ruptured discs cause as 
low as 20 per cent. This may be explained by the 
fact that where the pain was very severe and dis­ 
abling, the disc was the cause and where the pain 
was less severe, in only 20 per cent was the disc 
the cause. 
The diagnosis is usually made with a history of 
pain in back of thigh, usually (but not always) 
with pain in lower back associated in about half 
the cases with a history of exertion or injury char­ 
acterized often by onset of the pain in the back 
with bending or lifting.

The city also built a Willite road 
through N orth street and D ela­ 
w are avenue tb the entrance to 
the park.” 


M any 
folks 
hav e 
asked 
me | 
about the history of the park and 
who laid it out so artistically. It 
seems th a t back in 1897, K ingston 
was lucky to have the famous 
landscape artist, Downing Vaux, 
draw the blue prints for the park 
grounds. In dredging the lagoon, 
for instance, Vaux suggested us- 
J ing the dredged m aterial to form 
three islands in the lagoon, no 
doubt few folks rem em ber this 
today. When the park w as first 
laid out, the present lagoon was

Downing Vaux, the landscape 
artist, they sav. lived right here 
at our local YMCA and dipd sud­ 
denly M ay 15, 1926. He not only 
designed K ingston Point P a rk but 
also Downing P a rk in N ew burgh 
and Riverside Drive in New York. 
Perhaps he left o ther 
monu- 
' m ents in other cities. I am sure 


j his work exists in various p arts 
of the eóuntry w here the city 
fath ers have continued to take 
care of his artistic endeavors and 
the people there continued to en­ 
joy his w ork w ithout ever even 
knowing his name.

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Hit Ball Straight on an Uphill Lie 


ui

By JULIUS BOBOS 
(1952 US Open Chatnp) 
An uphill lie is less difficult 
than a downhill or sidehill. 
The left foot being higher than 
the right, there is a tendency to 
throw the weight back on the lat­ 
ter. It is necessary to compensate 
for this. 
With the weight on the right 
foot, there is a tendency to hook 
or pull the shot to the left. To 
offset this, open the stance slight­ 
ly and aim somewhat more to the 
right. 
You may be faced with the 
problem of clearing the rise right 
in front of where you are stand­ 
ing. This is not difficult if the ball 
is hit properly. 
Keep the head down and hit the 
ball squarely. The shot will come 
up. The natural slope helps get 
the ball in the air if it is hit 
squarely. 
If you develop a tendency to hit 
the ball too high in the air be­ 
cause of the slope, take a less 
lofted club or even shorten the 
swing. 
A shorter swing will aid your 
balance. It requires less pivot, 
thus gives you a better chance to 
control the shot. 
The object is to hit the ball 
straight, so don’t worry about a 
little loss of distance.

Hit Ball Straight on an Uphill Lie 


By JULIUS BOROS 
(1952 US Open Champ) 
An uphill lie is less difficult 
than a downhill or sidehill. 
The left foot being higher than 
the right, there is a tendency to 
throw the weight back on the lat­ 
ter. It is necessary to compensate 
for this. 
With the weight on the right 
foot, there is a tendency to hook 
or pull the shot to the left. To 
offset this, open the stance slight­ 
ly and aim somewhat more to the 
right. 
You may be faced with the 
problem of clearing the rise right 
in front of where you are stand­ 
ing. This is not difficult if the ball 
is hit properly. 
Keep the head down and hit the 
ball squarely. The shot will come 
up. The natural slope helps get 
the ball in the air if it is hit 
squarely. 
If you develop a tendency to hit 
the ball too high in the air be­ 
cause of the slope, take a less 
lofted club or even shorten the 
swing. 
A shorter swing will aid your 
balance. It requires less pivot, 
thus gives you a better chance to 
control the shot. 
The object is to hit the ball 
straight, so don’t worry about a 
little loss of distance. Swing the 
club easily and try to meet the 
ball squarely.
